The Maryville unit of the national guard 
was mobilized at the barrpcks here at the order of the 
adjutant general, who acted after a long distance call from 
Gov. Henry S. Caulfield.

The mob was understood to be 


seeking vengeance for the lynching 
early last week of Raymond Gunn, 
confessed negro slayer of Miss Vel- 
ma Colter, school teacher. Gunn 
•was taken fiom the sheriff by a 
mob and burned to death before a 
crowd of 5,000 persons. 
Vague rumors of mob activity 
reached here about 10 o'clock last 
night. It was said that several 
liundred negroes from Kansas City 
and St. Joseph were enroute here 
in motor cars, intending to burn 
the town.

he has completely recovered from 
the damage wrought by the bullet 
as it tore through his body punc-

intestines

places, and solmtering his right 
thigh. 
That the 21-year-old former uni- 


versity student survived his wounds 
is remarkable, it is agreed by Dr. 
A. I. McKinnon, who performed the 
operation upon the youth three 
hours after the shooting, and Dr. 
W. H. Slattery, who attended him. 


Young- was removed from 
St. 


Elizabeth's hospital to' his home 
Friday 
afternoon, 
three, weeks 


after he was wounded. He talks 
but little of the alfray, due to his 
weakened condition, members of 
the family say, but requested to see 
newspaper accounts of it.

Outbreak in Spain is 


Termed Far More 
Serious Thau in 1918. 
LONDON, Jan. 17 — (INS) — A 


large section of continental Europe, 
as well as Great Britain, was in the 
grip of a widespread epidemic of 
influenza 
tonight, with 
hospitals 


from 
the Mediterranean, to the 


Baltic filled with patients. 
While the death toll was com- 


paratively low, medical authorities 
declared the epidemic was the most 
widespread and \irulcnt in years, 
particularly in Spain, where the 
victims included Queen Victoria. 


In addition to Spain, Germany. 


England, France and Portugal re- 
ported outbreaks ranging from little 
above ttij normal number of cases 
for this season of the year to genu- 
inely serious proportions. 
Spanish authorities declared the 


epidemic there was by far the most 
serious since 1918. 
Hospitals are 


filled to overflowing and the public 
services, particularly the postal de- 
partment, have been seriously im- 
paired. 
Advices from Lisbon said 
the 
epidemic, 
which ^ reached serious 


proportions there early in the week, 
was continuing full force. 


Scores 111 in London. 


In Britain a large number of bus- 
iness and- industrial centers were 
affected by the epidemic, London 
feeling the wave more seriously than 
some ot the provincial cities. Scores 
'of mild cases have been reported 
here, thfe illness taking the form of 
sore throats with loss of voice to 
the sufferers. Physicians attributed 
the 
outbreak to recent sudden 


changes of weather which London 
has experienced. 
Parisian health authorities re- 


ported a slight increase of grippe 
throughout France, but the increase 
was said to be no more than normal 
for the season. The American hos- 
pital in Pans has treated sixteen 
mild cses of influenza so far this 
month. 
While Paris escaped a serious 


epidemic, the city of Toulouse was 
hard hit, more than one-third of 
the employes of the traction com- 
pany and nearly one-half of the 
postal employes being reported ill. 
A request for military assistance to 
keep the public services in operation 
was being considered. 
In Berlin all hoscitals were re- 


ported filled with influenza patients, 
while a similar situation was re- 
ported from a number of other 
cities 
throughout 
Germany. 
As 


most of the cases were mild ones, 
the Berlin health authorities said 
no special precautionary measures 
were 
considered 
necessary 
at 


present. 


50 Deaths Daily in Japan. 


TOKIO. Jan. 17—(INS)—The epi- 


demic of influenza sweeping Japan 
is taking a death toll of fifty daily, 
according to a check-up r^de fo- 
day. Physicians declared tlie epi- 
demic is similar to that of the dis- 
astrous 1918 outbreak. 
The disease is spreading rapidly 
throughout the country. Its viru- 
lence has increased greatly since 
December.

Several Issues Hammered 


Down to Lowest 


Level in 


Seasonal Improvement in 


Important Lines of 


Indusjtry Noted.

NEW YORK, Jan. 17— (I.N.S.)— 


Continued evidences of seasonal im- 
provement in important lines of in- 
dustry offset to & considerable de- 
gree the irregularity which has de- 
veloped in leading financial mar- 
kets. In view of the fact, however, 
that few sources have been disposed 
to look for any spectacular revival 
in either business or security prices 
'or quite *ome time, there has been 
little perceptible change in the con- 
servatively optimistic attitude held 
in banking quarters. 
The renewal of liquidation in the 
stock market was centered in the 
former luue chip leaders of the list, 
and resulted in sympathetic unset- 
tlement in practically every section 
of the board. The volume of trad- 
ing was extremely dull, but never- 
theless selling pressure 
was per- 
sistent, with such one time specula- 
tive favorites as Allied Chemical, 
Case Threshing and Westinghouse 
Electric, not only breaking through 
their 1330-31 low levels, but to the 


lowest points then *tock» have 
reached ia a number of /ears. The 
net decline for the week, as meas- 
ured by The Standard Statistics 
compilation of ninety stocks amount 
to approximately five points, with 
the closing average or Saturday of 
123.6. comparing with the 3.930 low 
of 114.7. 


A further decline of $59,000,000 In 


brokers' loans for the week ended 
January 14 brought the total bor- 
rowings down to $1,820,000.000, the 
smallest amount since the 
week 
ended December 3. 1924. This was 
the fifteenth reduction in loans in 
sixteen weeks, and continue* to give 
evidence of the enormous liquida- 
tion which has been taking place 
in the security markets. While these 
weekly declines have for some time 
failed to have any effect upon price 
fluctuations, in view of the pre- 
ponderance of pessimism with which 
the market has become saturated of 
late, there is no denying the bullish 
implications of these figures upon 
the long term outlook of values. It 
will be remembered that the suc- 
cessive increases in borrowings were 
similarly overlooked in the summer 
of 1929. when stocks were being bid 
up in frenzied fashion, ignoring all 
danger signals on the horizon- 


Steel Operations Expand. 


Steel operations have 
shown 
further expansion during the past 
week witn production of the industry 
now placed at 44 per cent of capac- 
ity, as compared with the 41 per 
'cent rate of the previous week, A 
particular point of interest was the 
increased firmness in the general 
price situation, with several 
ad- 
vances in prices taking place, lift- 
ing the Iron Age composite quota- 
tion for finished steel slightly above 
the level where it had held for five 
weeks The rate is now back to that 
evidenced in late November, while 
to follow the average of ordinary 
times, January production 


exceed tlfchUy that of November, 
with present indications giving no 
certainty as to whether this will 
take place. 
The automobile industry has con- 
tinued to add thousands of employ- 
es to itt ranks, as more manufact- 
urers have increased their produc- 
tion schedules. The Ford Motor Co. 
recalled more than 100,000 men to 
the Fort plants with a resultant 
increase 
in employment in 
tne 
scores of concerns which supply 
Ford witn innumerable accessories. 
There is considerable uncertainty, 
however, regarding the profit-pos- 
sibilities for the industry, in -view 
of the competition which has de- 
veloped in the various price lines, 
principally in the low priced trans- 
portation unit. The price cuts made 
by Ford may result in similar ac- 
tion by other manufacturers' desir- 
ous of securing a portion of the de- 
mand in this particular price field. 


Commodity Prices Stable. 


Wholesale commodity prices, ac- 
cording f The Annalist Index, have 
shown relative stability in the past 
week, with a net decline of one- 
tenth of a point. Although the index 
remains, at the lowest point, since 
1915, the fact that for a period of 
five weeks it has fluctuated narrow- 
ly offers some encouragement in- 
dicating that the persistent declines 
have finally been checked.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 17—(INS; 
Striking evidence of the relation 
•which foreign trade bears to Amer- 
ican pro«i>erlty was furnished to- 
day by department of commerce 
figure* showing that American 
trade with other nations shrunk in 
1030 to the lowest level since 1922. 
Exports and imports were off 
some $2,737.000,000 from the record 
year of 1929, and that margin, ac- 
cording: to economists, represents 
largely the difference between "good 
times" and "bad times" in Ameri- 
can business. 
Export* amounted to $3,841,207,- 


000, a drop of $1,399,788,000, and 
imports of $3,061,389,000, a decrease 
of 
$1,337,992,000. 
The 
favorable 
balance of trade was $779,938,000, as 
compared with $841,634,000 the year 
before. 
Final figures on gold movements 


were not available, but the excsss 
of imports probably will be more 
than $300,000,000 for 1930. Gold 
moved into the United States 
virtually the entire year. 
' Good" Signs in Evidence. 
"It would be unwise to predict 


now how long our foreign trade will 
continue at a reduced volume," 
said William L. Cooper, director of 
the bureau of foreign and domestic 
commerce. "There are signs evident 
which show that we are again mov- 
ing ahead t:> a point where supply 
and demand will be properly bal- 
anced, but it is impossible to deter- 
mine with any degree of accuracy 
how long t time the process of ad- 
justment will require. 
"But with the constructive forces 
at work, which are stimulated by 
the universal desire for higher 
standards of living as Veil as for 
general economic advancement, it is 
inevitable that our foreign trade 
must sooner or later attain higher 
levels than those of the past." 


Good Capacity For Consumption. 
The drop in exports was about 25 
per cent in value and 20 per cent in 
quantity as compared with 1929. 
Priee recessions accounted for 30 
per 6ent in the reduction in imports, 
but the volume fell but 15 per cent. 
' This wottld indicate the large cap- 
acity lor consumption in the United 
States, despite the depression. 
Over-production in a number of 
raw materials and food supplies, in- 
duced In part by temporarily suc- 
cessful price manipulation, and in 
part by constantly increasing ef- 
ficiency in production, operated dur- 
ing recent years to pile up huge 
suryluses which eventually broke 
through the existing price structure.

Get Salary Payments. 
Legislators will get half of their 


salaries during the week. Warrants 
were being drawn in the state audi- 
tor's office Saturday for salaries for 
the senators. The legislators get

its length, and will receive half of 
that sum this week. 


The lieutenant-governor, who gets 


twice as much as the legislators, will 
receive a warrant during the week 
for $800, as half of his salary. 
Besides the bills anticipated for

George W. Norris will also be made. 
Representative Marion J. Gushing of 
Ord has prepared a resolution 
which will probably be introduced 
in the house Monday on this 
subject. 
It notes the fact that a bill is now 
pending for government operation 
of the Muscle Shoals power plant, 
declares enactment of the measure 
would make possible the cost pro- 
duction of nitrates used in fertil- 
izers for farm purposes and keep 
control of the plant out of the 
hands of any power trust. It also 
declares that governmental opera- 
tion of the plant would set the pace 
for private power companies and 
thus reduce electric light 
and 
power prices. 


The resolution as drawn memor- 
ializes congress to pass the Nortis 
bill and the president to approve 
it. Representative Gushing proposes 
to have the resolution a joint and 
concurrent one by both branches of 
the legislature. 


Committees to Meet. 


The 
legislature's 
work 
may 
progress far enough during the 
week to begin serious consideration 
of some bills for final passage. 
Standing committees will begin 


their regular meetings this week to 
consider the printed bills which 
have been given a second reading. 
Some of these may be reported back 
to the chambers for general con- 
sideration. When this is done, the 
legislature as a whole will have 
something .o work on. 


Among the problems confronting 
the legislature in Its attempt to 
avoid needless expense is the print- 
ing-of highway bills, it has been 
customary for each member seek- 
ing to add a new road to the state 
highway system to. introduce a 
separate measure. The house mem- 
bership has called attention to the 
fact that it costs $20.86 to print 
such bills" because they come as 
amendments to the present law 
and require reprinting of the en- 
tire list of state highways. 


Uttle Accomplished Yet. 


It was proposed that these bills 


be held > back from the printer and 
grouped in one measure. There has 
been some opposition expressed to 
this, some members fearing their 
favorite roads might not secure as 
much attention in this way.

Saturday 
was the ninth day of the aewlon 
for the houie of representatives 
Five more days this week will brine 
the total counted against Bryan up 
to fourteen, leaving four days the 
following week for him to lay hia 
budget before the legislature. 
The senate- is two days behind 
the house, and its eighteenth day 
may not comeuntilJanuary31; but 
Governor Bryan will doubtless feel 
that he can take no chances on 
getting under the wire, and for that 
reason he will be governed by the 
house'calendar. 
His selection of a board of con- 
trol member can be postponed, 
should he see fit to do so, until 
the last legislative day in January, 
which may be either the 30th or 
the 31st—a Friday or a Saturday. 
As a rule, however, the senate holds 
no Saturday session, so that it may 
devolve on Mr. Bryan to submit the 
name not later than the 30th. All 
the constitution says about it is 
that the nomination shall be placed 
before the senate during the month 
of January. The htiuse has nothing 
to say about the matter of con- 
firmation on this office. 


Whoever Governor Bryan names, 


if his choice should be ratified by 
the senate, will become a member 
of the board of control on July 1, 
next, for a term of six years at 
$4,000 a year. 
He will succeed 
Chairman E. T. Westervelt 
ot 
Scottsbluff, whose term expires at 
that time. 


It is, expected the new appointee 


will be a democrat, thug changing 
the majority party complexion ol 
the board, which operates on a non- 
political basis- Some of those who 
have been mentioned for the place 
are J. B. Farris of Lincoln, now 
state 
purchasing 
agent; 
John 
Thomssen, Alda; Cecil Matthews, 
Biverton; and F. C. Badke, secre- 
tary to the governor.. 


State Employes 'tTneuy. 


Some of the people holding jobs 
at the capitol "have been hearing all 
sorts of rumors recently concerning 
the possibility that Governor Bryan 
intends to use the executive prun- 
ing knife on salary appropriations 
for all departments, when making 
up the budget. They are perturbed 
over an unofficial report that he 
will recommend a reduction of about 
20 per cent in salary funds. 


Should this be his program and 
the legislature accept it, the effect 
would be to curtail the employe per- 
sonnel in practically all depart- 
ments, and some cutting of Indi- 
vidual compensation would doubt- 
less take place also. 
It is recalled that during the 
previous Bryan regime the depart- 
mental appropriations were slashed 
about 5 per cent, which was all that 
the governor could prevail, on the 
legislature to approve at that time. 
"Economy" Has Even Chance. 
In the present lawmaking assem- 


bly, there may be enough backing 
for an "economy budget" to make 
a good many of the governor's 
recommendations stick. It takes a 
three-fifths majority In eachcham- 
bsr to' increase any Item of the 
budget above the executive's figures 
The republicans have a bare three- 
fifths margin in the senate, but in 
the house they lack seven votes ol 
it. Moreover, there are some g; o.p 
solons in each body who ,say they 
will vote to cut down the'cost ol 
the state government, particularly 
on routine administration. 
So, taking it all together, there 


appears to be some reason for the 
disquietude among capitol employes 
as to what may happen to them 
and to their salaries. 


The constitutional officers ___ 
their deputies "are immune from 
salaix, cutting, however. The pay 
of the former Is fixed by the 
constitution itself, until changed by 
the legislature. The statutes say 
how much the latter shall receive 
It is not likely that any attempt to 
change these salaries by legislative 
act would be successful, although 
Representative Baasch is preparing 
a bill for that purpose and expects 
to introduce it. 


Bryan Proceeds Cautiously. 


Thus far, no disposition has been 
noticed in the new state regime to 
"tear things wide-open." While 
Governor Bryan has Installed men 
of- his own selection in several de- 
partments, 
displacing those who 


served under the Weavtr adminis- 
tration, the transfer in each case 
has been made without friction; 
The governor appears anxious to 


avoid trouble that might have 
arisen from too precipitate changes. 
Thus, 'instead of firing State Com- 
merce- Secretary Clarence Bliss 
right off the bat, he arranged with 
Bliss to continue" for a time In 
charge of bank receiverships, at a 
salary reduced from $7,500 a year 
to «4,000, while yielding the head 
place to Bryan's appointee. E. H. 
Luikart. 
Before Bryan went in, 
there was some indication that 
there might be fireworks when the 
governor "undertook to, make a 
change—but there was none. 


Bank Commissioner George W. 
Woods, .holding over from 
the 


Weaver administration, has not as 
yet been'disturbed in his position. 
The governor's policy of feeling his 
way before acting is»in evidence 
here. The case of Woods may come 
to a showdown when the bank com- 
missioner undertakes to draw his 
salary for January at the old rate 
of $7,500 a year. Mr- Bryan may 
insist on cutting it to $4.000. the 
same as Bliss, or to $5,000, which 
Luikart is to get - -

and through it advanced money to 
womote the organization canvass 
or the association, taking as their 
security the notes obtained from 
armers who signed- the conditional 
contracts. 
Later, it is set forth, the finance 
company turned over these notes to 
the Federal Trust Co. ^ for collec- 
tion. -The petition says that Max V. 
Beghtol and J. Lee Rankin were 
employed as attorneys to handle the 
collections, and that they have been 
sending out notices to farmers over 
the state demanding payment. 
Sued Away from Home. 


"The attorneys, Jt Is declared, have 
caused a multitude of suits to be 
filed before Justice Maggi of Yan- 
kee Hill precinct, in Lancaster 
county, naming in each case the 
Wheat Growers' Finance Co', as one 
defendant, and some non-res.ident 
farmer as another, so as to bring 
the farmer within the jurisdiction 
of the local justice court and com- 
pel him to come here and defend 
the case, or have judgment entered 
in default against him and certi- 
fied for execution in his home 
county.

Senator Robinson, 
democratic floor leader, who spon- 
sored the $25,000,000 appropriation, 
expressed a willingness- to remain in 
session throughout the night In or- 
der to get a final vote on the relief 
fund. He insisted the fund be voted 
at once and an agreement wa« en- 
tered to dispose of Reed's motion 
for delay by 4 o'clock Monday 
afternoon.

County May Cease Aid. 


Where a county board votes to 


pay old age pensions, under the 
loregoing restrictions, and levies a 
tax for that purpose, this does not 
commit the county -to the system 
permanently. The Porter bill per- 
mits it to discontinue such aid at 
any time after one year's operation. 


When a pel son who has been, re- 


ceiving benefits dies, leaving an es- 
tate, the county may claim payment 
from 
the 
proceeds 
thereof 
an 
amount equal to all pension pay- 
ments made, plus 3 per cent simple 
interest upon them. 


County Judge to Administer. 


The county judge is given author- 


ity to receive applications and fix 
the amount of pension in each case, 
not exceeding $250 per annum One 
whose request has been refused may 
not apply again within a year. 
Should the circumstances of a pen- 
sioner change so that he does not 
longer need 'county aid, the cer- 
tificate issued to him may be re- 
voked by the county judge. 
False representation 
or imper- 
sonation or the use of other fraudu- 
lent means to obtain a pension, 
either for one's self or for another, 
is made punishable by a maximum 
fine of $500, or a jail term not ex- 
ceeding one year, or both.

Mr. Cochran recalls his own boy- 


hood in the western part of the 
state during the years 1894 to 1896 
when no crops were grown.

On Fire Alarms 


For the benefit of Impatient Lin- 


:oln citizens, the fire department 
wishes to announce that, contrary 
to popular opinion, the continuous 
red signal light, which halts traffic 
for speeding fire apparatus remains 
on rarely more than two minutes, 
and but 90 seconds on most oc- 
casions. 
Electricpl XInspector Crain 
and 
William German, police electrician, 
have perfected 
and installed a 
switch, which automatically starts 
and stops the system. The mechan- 
ism Is set to hold the signals at the 
red center light for 90 seconds. This 
brief space of time is all that is 
required for fire apparatus to clear 
the lighted area on most occasions. 
In case a rig must travel from one 
of the outlying stations to the 
downtown sector, the 
mechanism 
can be quickly set to hold the traf- 
fic for an additional thirty sec- 
onds. The time can be extended 
by thirty-second 
periods as re- 


quired. 
The automatic device is installed 


in fire station Ko. 1. Ninth and S 
streets, where all fire alarms are 
received. ar,d from where appara- 
tus is dispatched.

heavyweight champion like any one 
of them in the list from Sullivan 
down But he has enough fighting 
stuff to be made into a contender, 
with a couple of good busy years of 
lighting. 
It is impossible to figure Schmel- 


ing staying in the same ring more 
than a few minutes with such 
slugging champions as Sullivan, 
Fitzsimmons, 
Jeffries. 
Johnson,

He knows how to 
fight, was a cocky, aggressive fight- 
ing man, and if he could forget the 
knockout Dempsey handed him he 
still could fight But that wallop- 
ing made him cautious for life, and 
cautiously boxing for a decision 
isn't his style.

HANKING, heeling and slicing 
are to a great extent caused 


by allowing the left elbow to bend 
during the hitting stroke and by 
letting the left arm stray too far 
from the side of the body.

Fourth Time. 


Again in 1931, for the fourth con- 
•ecutive year, the Chevrolet Motor 
company won first place at the na- 
tional automobile shows at New 
York City and Chicago. 
This award, made annually by the 
National Automobile 
Chamber of 
Commerce, goes to that member 
company which does the largest vol- 
ume of business during the preced- 
ing twelve months. 
The honor is one much coveted 
Within the industry, for in addition 
to the distinction it conveys, it also 
carries with Ut the right to first

"In 1312 our touring car was 
priced at $2150. Today one model, 
mechanically far superior, sells at 
$475 
Vastly increased production 
•nd improved processes are 
the 
reasons Reductions of a compar- 
able amount in the future are, of 
course, impossible. Prices can go so 
low and no lower. Any evolution in 
the motor car field will be found m 
making better cars at the present 
more or less standardized price. 
"The prices of motor cars—like 
Cheviolei>-are at a level where the 
average man, can buy without even 
cramping himself. 
So he doesnt 


•want a cheaper car. Instead 
he 
wants a better car, a let of car, for 
the money.' That being so, the car 
manufacturer in the next 
several 
years will be bending every effort 
to Improving the car at a given 
pric* scale, rather than reducing 
below that scale.

To Stop Klma Squeaking u« 


Wheels.

Windshield Stickers. 


' Trying to operate a car with safe- 
ty with the windshield and rear 
window full of stickers Is impos- 
sible. It is important that the per- 
son at the wheel should be able to 
see clearly in both directions. Oth. 
erwlse, no matter how skilful 
a 
driver he may be he cannot have 
complete command of the machine 
in an emergency. The driver may 
obstruct his own view by allowing 
stickers to be placed on the wind- 
shield or rear window or by piling 
parcels beside him on the front 
seat so that he cannot see clearly 
to his right at an interestcoin, or 
it may be the fault of his passen- 
gers. 
Persons riding in an auto- 


mobile should be careful to insure] 
their own safety as well as the driv- 
er's by making certain that they a:e 
subjecting him to no handicap. 


Importance of Clean Oil hi Engine. 
Clean oil means longer engine life 
and smoother performance, and for 
this reason, the oil filter should not 
be neglected. The oil filter removes 
dirt, carbon and other foreign mat. 
ier from the oil. The removal of 
this foreign matter decreases wear 
on the moving parts of the engine, 
;hus assisting in prolonging its life. 
It io important that the filter cait- 
ndge be removed after 10,000 miles 
of driving, as after this mileage it 
)ecomes filled with the foreign mat- 
ter taken from the oil and ceases 
to function at highest efficiency. If 
the cartirdge is not renewed at this 
mileage the whole purpose of the 
"liter is defeated. 


Important Notes Worth 
Remembering. 
• 


Here are a few hints about the 
care of an automobile during the 
winter: 
Take curves slowly. 
Have brakes tested and put in 
;ood condition. 
Do not apply brakes or step on 
he gas too suddenly. 
Take care of batteries; they run 
down faster in winter. 
Keep off street car tracks. This 
lint is good for the year around. 
)ut it especially applies to winter 
drivers. 
Beware of carbon monoxide gas 
poisoning by keeping garage doors 
and windows open when starting the 
:ar.Be sure to have a 
windshield 
:leaner in good condition. 
Both 
hands are needed for driving on 
slippery pavements, so the cleaner 
should be of the auttomatic type. 


Drive With Care D urine 
Twilight Period. 
Surveys have 'revealed that the 
closing hours of the day are more 
productive of accidents than any 
other period Some experts have 
aid this to the fatigue that follows 
a day of office work, shopping or 
other tiring activity, but 
others 
claim that it is due entirely to the 


conditions of light existing in the 
gloaming. Lights arc pale, shadows 
arc not in sharp relief 
but 
arc 


vague and misleading, people, cars 
and oUier objects are hard to .sec 
In the hours between strong day- 
light and the darkness of night the 
driver has 
need of special alerot- 
ness. This is particularly true In 
winter because whiter light condi- 
tions of twilight are just nt the 
hours when the greatest number of 
people are using the streets and 
highways. 


Keep Up Appearance of Car. 
It pays to look after a new cai; 
second-hand value is greatly af- 
fected by appearance, and if start- 
ing right away with a new car 
cleaning it regularly, subsequent e 
erations do not involve such hird 
labor as if left for weeks w<i,nout 
polishing. Then, after a reason's 
use, the car will still have its pris- 
tine appearance, and the owner 
realize that the cleanihg was worth 
while. With any land of finish it 
is the best plf»n, if facilities aie 
available, to wash the car down be- 
fore it is gwaged, when it has been 
out in the rain or driven over wet 
roads. The mud is then soft and 
can be removed easily. 


Watch Ammeter in Wintertime. 
Electrical trouble or loss of juice 
can be avoided by keeping an eye 
on the ammeter. The added stiain 
placed on ithe storage battery in 
winter, by. the increased use of lights 
frequent and often prolonged use of 
the starter, and similar hardships 
of cold weather car operation, "is 
apt to result in a prematurely run- 
down battery. If the indicator shows 
that the generator is not charging 
at the maximum rate specified in 
the instruction manual, the life cf 
the battery may be saved by having 
the generator set ahead. When this 
has been done, the battery will re- 
gain its normal voltage after a few 
hours of driving. 


Correct Level for Anti-Freer* 


Solution. 


The correct level for keeping the 
radiator filled with water and anti- 
freeze solution :s from three to four 
inches below the top of the overflow 
pipe; to be exact, three inches for 
pump systems and four inches for 
thermp-siphon systems The reason 
for this precaution is that when the 
solution is warm expansion will 
cause the level to rise and overflow 
if the radiator is filled above these 
ponts. 


The glass will become scratched 
and 'cause 
annoying reflections 
when driving at night if the wind- 
shield wiper is turned over a sur- 
face of- grit and dirt. 


Play Safe With Steaming Engine. 
If the impatient motorist sudden- 
ly discovers his engine steaming, he 
should find a warm garage and 
thaw out there before going fur- 
ther. If he is caught far from a 
closed garage, the next best thing 
is to stop, cover the radiator, keep 
the engine running slowly antf 
gradually add fresh water to the 
system until it is entirely thawed 
out. It is dangerous to add cold 
water to a steaming system, for a< 
cracked engine block or cylinder 
head might result when" the cold 
water suddenly strikes the extreme- 
ly hot metal, but if the water is 
added -very slowly, almost in table- 
spoonfuls, this danger can be avoid- 


f 


ed. Care should be taken In remov- 
ing the radiator cap, or the escaping 
steam might scald face »nd hands 
severely. If there is any alcohol ut 
all In it, it might discolor the pyro- 
xylin finish on the hood. The en- 
tire cooling system Is thawed out 
when the lower hobc coupHns is 
soft and water can be drained from 
thtc radiator pet cock. Steaming also 
will have stopped by that time. To 
avoid all this, however, the engine 


should be warmed up slowly, with 
the radiator shutter closed, bcfoie 
the car. Is started out. The choke 
should be used sparingly, and the 
throttle held down only far enough 
to keep the engine turning over 
easily.

onlv 
will this avoid 


iteamintr. but dilution of the lubil- 
eating oil mav be kept down to a 
minimum 
and 
the engine main- 
tained at Us highest possible effi- 
ciency in winter.

The tonsils become swollen and 


sore from the excessive inflamma- 
tion. The vessels _are hypermic, and 
a Vascular exudation occurs into 
the surrounding" tissues, so that the 
entire throat is swollen. Suppura- 
tion of a slight "degree occurs with- 
in the follicles of the tonsils and 
gives off a. yellowish exudate, which 
collects upon the inflamed tonsi>; 
forming a patch. At first .this exu- 
date appears as small spots, but 
they soon coalesce, forming patches 
which may cover the entire tonsil. 


Tenderness is traceable from the 


lower cervical foramen, outward 
over the 'skin of the neck to the 
region over the tonsil, in front of 
and below the angle of the jaw. 
Also tenderness is sometimes found 
from the 13th or 14th intervertebral 
foramen on the right side, passing 
outward under the 
scapula and 


axilla, and then upward over the 
breast, beneath the clavicle and 
along the neck to the region.of the 
tonsil. 


The onset is sudden, with chilli- 


ness and a rapid rise. There is in- 
tense headache and backache, and 
more or less general' aching. The 
appetite is soon lost, and vomiting 
of a persistent character may be 
present. The throat is sore, red and 
swollen, so that swallowing Is pain- 
ful and avoided as much as pos- 
sible by the patient.

The Lincoln Traction Company hat filed with the Ne- 
braska State Railway Commission an application for a 
zone system of fare* and for change* in the plan of 
operation. 


Under the plan proposed the fares in the first or inner 
zone will be reduced, while the fares in the outer zones 
will be increased. Due to the financial condition of its 
affair*, some increase is absolutely necessary if reliable 
public transportation is to be preserved in the capital

The Downy 


Woodpecker 


By Miss Carrie Jacobs 


Color These Downy Woodpeckers^ 


Of the six woodpeckers common- 


ly seen in, this section the downy 
and hairy are the smallest. 
They, 


like the flicker and zebra bird, are 
with us all during the whole j'ear. 
The red-headed woodpecker may be 
found, but it usually spends the 
winter farther south and the sap- 
sucker is not known even to have 
made a home and nested in this 
state. 
However, the 
sapsucker 


travels so slowly that we can get 
qjite well acquainted with it and it 
is the only one that looks anything 
like the downy and hairy, as we 
call them for short, just as we say 
redhead . instead of 
red-headed 


woodpecker. The sapsucker is yel- 
lowish and has more red about its 
head. 


The upper parts of these birds are 


black. There is a scarlet band on 
the back of the neck of the father 
birds, but mother birds and young 
ones do not have any red on them. 
The middle of the back is white 
and the wings are spotted with 
white- The middle tail feathers are 
black. Now here comes the only 
difference between downy and hairy 
in their coat of feathers. The out- 
er tail feathers of the hairy are all 
white, and downy's are white with 
black bands. 


Both the downy and hairy come, 
into the city- 
If you have trouble 


in rememberinK which the smaller, 
just-think that down is finer and 
softer than hair, so downy is small- 
er than hairy. 


They go up and down the streets 
that have trees along the sides and 
to the trees in our yards, and go 
over them quite carefully, cleaning 
them of any insect's that thev can 
find for food. The downy may'comc 
the most often for the fiairy seems 
to like ttae woods a Jattlc better of 
the two.

Especially m orchards are these 


woodpeckers very welcome visitors, 
but they help protect shade trees 
in cities and forest trees that some 
day may be used for lumber. 


No birds are better fitted for 
their -«ork than these woodpeckers. 
The song says "The woodpecker, a 
carpenter is he." They can pound 
hard enough to drive nails if that 
were of any use to them. They 
have four toes like most birds, but 
instead of three to the front and 
one to the back, they have two in 
front and two in back, to help 
them climb and cling to trees. 


Instead of a long limber tail, tbe 


feaihers of their tails are stiff and 
end m bare quills which help them 
to brace themselves against the 
tree, like a lineman when climbing 
a pole sticks his spurs into the pole 
and braces himself. 


Even their tongues are fitted for 


their work. They are slender and 
the tips hard with barbs or points 
turned backward like points of fish- 
hooks,. The tongues is thrust into 
the hole that hairy or downy has 
drilled, and into the frub, and out 
it comes as a fish out of the water. 
It spears its food. 


It is an interesting study, this 


one of how different birds do dif- 
ferent work fend are fitted for tbe 
part that they are to take. Swifts 
6_id swallows guard the air. Wood- 
peckers go over the tree trunks and 
branches. Other smaller birds go 
over the smaller branches, and 
many feed almost entirely on the 
ground. Some feed on insects and 
some on weed seeds. 
This drilling of holes that wood- 


peckers do is a wonderful work. 
Thick of pounding with the head 
against a tree until the break cuts 
the bark and wood 
Think of 


pounding until a hole is chisled out 
lafge enough for a nesting place. 
They don't act as if they ever even 
got a headache in doing it. 


You hear a rattling call and a 
little rapping and you know either 
hairy or downy is going: by. They 
fly by starts and jerks. 
Hairy's 
notes are louder than downy's. but 
they both call as they fly and as 
they alight against a tree. Once 
you 
know the call vou hare no 


trouble in tellme -which is which.

The Bible came to the "church 


shortly after the death of Mr. and 
Mrs. McEwen, charter members, in 
1912. 
It was not until recently, 


however, that it became known that 
it was to be given to a mission or 
church. 


When Mr. and Mrs. McEwen died, 
they left no living relatives. In their 
life they were intimate friends of 
Mr. and Mrs. W. J. Bryan, who 
lived directly across 
the 
street. 
After their deaths, Mrs. Bryan 
asked Rev. Mr. Gordon, then pastor 
of the church, to take possession of 
the Bible. This he did, and for 
years it lav untouched. 


With the comi;-g of Rev. Mr. Mc- 


Coll to the church, he found it, and 


preferred it as a pulpit Bible to the 
one in the church. One day while 
turning over the pages he looked 
at the. iy leaf. Under it he found 
a note. It had been written by Miss 
Margaret M. Gordon, daughter of 
the former pastor, and explained 
how the Bible came to the church 
and what should be done with it. 
The note, dated August 8, 1915, fol- 
lows: 


'-'This Bible belonged to Mr. and 
Mrs. McEwen, charter members. 
When they died in 1912 leaving no 
living relatives, Mrs. W. J. Brvan, 
who with Mr. Bryan had long been 
friends of the elderly couple, asked 
the pastor to take charge of the 
Bible, and give it to some mission 
church for the pulpit. ' 


"As Mr.' Gordon has not yet been 


able to find a suitable place for it. 
it is left here with the hope that 
Mrs. Bryan's request may still be 
carried out.

1T-H the death of Ed- 
ward Kellogg Monday 


at his home in Red Cloud, 
pioneers are recalling: the his- 
tory of the county. 


For the span of his life in 


Red Cloud was but a brief 
bit short of the days of Web- 
ster county, and his passing 
had turned back the minds 
of men three score years to 
the prairies that then were 
the county. Sixty years ago 
now, the plains from^which 
Webster county was to be 
carved had been the favorite 
hunting grounds of Indians, 
and they had guarded them 
with jealous care. Only in 
the spring, sixty years ago, 
did the first permanent white 
residents go into the county. 


The first meager settlement was 


made through colonization, as has 
been true of so many other thriv- 
ing Nebraska communities. The 
Rankin colonv, organized by Col- 
onel Rankin in Omaha in the 
•winter of 1869. olanned to go into 
the Republican valley as there 
•were no settlers north of the Kan- 
sas line In the valley, and none be- 
low the line for Dossibly twenty 
miles. Rankin had gained his title 
Jn the Union army during the 
Civil war. Forty or fifty persons 
had wanted new homes during the 
colony organization, but only nine- 
teen started out with teams and 
wagons. 


Got Provisions In Lincoln. 
When the colonists crossed the 
Katte a little above Plattsiaouth. 
the men went into the water to 
help the horses pull the wagons 
across. Passing through Lincoln to 
secure provisions, the way then 
led south to Beatrice, where wax 
located a TJ. S. land office. The 
men secured maps and field notes 
of a part of Webster and of a part 
of 
Nuckolis 
counties. 
Webster 
county lay a hundred miles south 
of Beatrice, through an Indian-in- 
fested, ^unsettled territory. 


May 16. 1870. the Rankin colony 
stopped Just a trine south of tbe 
present site of Guide Rock. The 
colonists hrd chosen Wcbrtcr coun- 
ty, so that the group mjcht stay 
together. 
The government had 
taken all land -west of Nuckolis 
county off the market, and Web- 
ster county offered the first sec- 
tion where all the colonists might 
be near each other. Donald Mc- 
Callum, a member of the partv an<J 
a government surveyor, determined 
that the colony had reached Web- 
ster county. Its goal but one from 
•which the majoritv were to receive 
litUe benefit The exact site was 
three mites west of the countv's 
cast line^ on the north side of the 
Republican valley and near the 
mouth of Soa-o creek. 
The following morning, a group 


of the co:onJ3s began the con- 
struction fo a hmise. After digging 
down about two feet, the bouse was 
touflt of toes. 


Frightened br Indians. 


Before the house was finished, 
members of the party who bad 
been hunting reported that Indians 
had been sighted in the camo's vi- 
cinity. The groiiD immediately be- 
came uncasv. and Colonel Rankin 
believed that ft would be best to 
start back to Omaha the next day. 
The next day. ihs plan was car- 
ried out. and of the nineteen, only 
Droild McCallum, Georre Gard- 
iner. Rkhard Pamc. *nd E. Pcftrs 
•arrc Jcft :o become ttse Jjisi tata- 
ans of Guide Soci, then purposed 
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to be known as Thayer City, hon- 
oring Senator Thayer. 
Within a, couple of days, the 
house was roofed, a door cut, bed- 
steads 
of stakes and dogwood 
brush, made, and the four colonists 
began to think of the future. On 
the evening of its completion, thir- 
ty-five Indians advanced toward 
the lonely dwelling, but finally re- 
treated when they saw the flag 
immediately and hurriedly raised 
by one of the group and viewed 
the four with guns ready to fire. 
This thwarted attack suggested 
that the camp" needed more ade- 
quate protection. They dug a ditch 
three feet deep from the door of 
the house to the bank of the river. 
In case of attack, the young men 
could crawl alone the ditch under 
cover to get water without being 


Constructed Stockade. 
In the later spring, Xlas Garber, 


Abe Garber. A. M. Talbot. Albert 
Lathrop, and Sam Davis came on 
a home seeking trip. They re- 
mained two or three days, re- 
turned to Beatrice, and then went 
back again with a large party. At 
Guide Rock, they found McCallum 
and Peters living in the cfugout. 
The newcomers were pleased with 
their choice, and they built a 
stockade, about eighty feet square, 
whicn really 
became the 
first 


permanent settlement in the couti- 
ty; and in the Reoublican valley 
o"f Nebraska. It was built of logs, 
with a wagon door on one end and 
a smaller door giving access to 
water, on the opposite end. 
Much of the early history of 


Webster county centers about one 
member of this second party. Silas 
Garber, later to be Nebraska's gov~ 
ernor. Somewhat older than the 
others, he was of greater expe- 
rience, and he soon became the 
leader of that part of the state. 
His dugout was the center of much 
political activity. 
Somewhat later ui the summer. 
Silas Garber and some of his party 
moved up the river, and made a 
settlement on the present site of 
Red Cloud. In August, 1870. the 
settlers erected a stockade on a 
stream flowing through the origin- 
al homestead claim of Governor 
Garber. As time passed and set- 
tlers came in greater numbers, the 
Guide Rock settlement was known 
as the lower stockade and the Red 
Cloud settlement 
as the upper 
stockade, although few came to 
either place unta after 1870. 
First Homestead Entries. 
July 17. 1870. the first home- 


stead entries in the Red Cloud set- 
tlement were made. One of ttss 
entrants was Silas Garber. on 
whose Jand the first ground was 
broken in 1870. with Silas Garber 
holding the plow and William Mc- 
Brtte driving the oxen. That sam- 
mer wns filled -with Indian alarms, 
but none of them was more sci- 
ious than a fright. 
The first school was Uught in » 
lo? school house by Miss Mary 
Kinsley, beginning Jn May. 1871. 
She wsceived $12 per month Io*her 
task. 
laic in the fall of 1870, Webster 
county was organized as a precincl., 
and Joseph Garber appointed a jus- 
lice of the peace. TSe county was 
attached to Jefferson for govern- 
mental purposes, as there were al- 
most no residents in the present 
Thayer or Nuckolis counties ~ 
During the summer of '70, the 
nearest postolfjce was at Meridian 
in Jefferson county, sixty miles dis- 
tant. Names were sent to the po<- 
naaster and he sent ttc mail with 
any one going into the Republican 
Talk?. In October, a partoffice was 
granted, with A. M. Talbot serving 
as postmaster.

T 


HE present water supply 


of the city of Lincoln is 


a veiy useful and valuable 
supply and many who are fa- 
miliar with the conditions feel 
that there is great danger of 
its being ruined by overwork- 
ing. 
It has furnished an in- 


creasing amount of water un- 
til in 1929 it furnished an 
average of 7 25 million gal- 
lons per day, and in 1930 
•probably 7,5 million gallons 
per day. 


It is being rapidly depleted 


as shown by the fact that the 
water level in the wells has 
been getting lower and lower, 
the rate of lowering increas- 
ing as time gt>es on and as ad- 
ditional draught is made upon 
it. 
It is therefore evident 


that this supply cannot con- 
tinue to furnish the large 
quantities of water necessary 
in the future and probably 
cannot continue very long to 
furnish the present rate of 
demand. An additional sup- 
ply is necessary. 


Investigations Made. 


The city has at various times had 


preliminary reports made on a sup- 
plementary supply. At the present 
time the authorities 
are worried 


and anxious to do something quickly 
The preliminary reports made in 
the past have always recommended 
a well supply gathered from a dis- 
tant source and very costly. In all 
of these reports only one single par- 
agraph has been devoted to con- 
sideration of an inexpensive nearby 
surface supply. It is the purpose of 
this discussion to further oonsicer 
the possibility which has been ig- 
nored in the past 
In passing, it 


might be noted that previous re- 
ports have not only rejected the 
less expensive possible well supplies, 
but have actually recommended the 
most distant and most hazardous 
and most expensive of all of the 
projects studied. 
The surface supplies have besn 
omitted from consideration seem- 
ingly on the theory that the neople 
of Lincoln do not want filtered 
water, though no showing has been 
made that any such prejudice ex- 
ists. Many of the citizens believe 
that the people of Lincoln will pre- 
fer & supply that is of good quality 
and is inexpensive and which ran 
be developed close to she city Such 
a. supply can be developed on Salt 
Creek just above the city of Lin- 
coln. 
Present Needs. 
The reports heretofore made have 


recommended an increase in capac- 
ity of 12 million gallons per day at 
a construction cost of over 3 mil- 
lion dollars. At this time the city 
does not need so large an addition 
to the present supply. 
-"The past rate of increase project- 
ed into the future indicates a de- 
mand of 105 to 11 million gallons 
per day in 1940. an increase of 3 
to 3.5 million gallons per day. If 
•we, assume that the present supply 
has been overworked and that its 
wife capacity is five million gallons 
per day or two-thirds of the amount 
it has furnished, then the new sup- 
ply will be required to furnish 2.5 
to 3 millions gallons per day at first 
and 5 to 6 million gallons per day 
in 1940. To build a 3 million dollar 
system for an average use of about 
four million gallons per da> and a 
maximum of possibly six million in 
ten years seems almost absurd. The 
cost of the waiter from such a' sys- 
tem will be upwards of 18 cents per 
thousand gallons. 
Salt Creek Dninage Area. 
Salt creek has a drainage area 


above the state penitentiary of 
aboout 225 square miles. On this 
drainage area there falls in the 
average year 29 inches of rain, and 
in the minimum year in a 52-jears 
record 15.12 inches, the next lowest 
year bcinc 16.38 Inches, the third 
lowest, 1854 inches: and the lowest 
three Tears in succession 
oems~ 
about 556 inches. 


Very few measurements of the 


flow of the water in Salt creek have 
been made. Such measurements as 
hava been made indicate a mean 
low rater flow of about 10 cubic 
feet per second or 6.5 million gal- 
lons per day. Only two measure- 
ments hare been made at times of 
high water and those probablv do 
not Indicate the raaxhn»;m flow 
Yield of Area. 
This drainage area -would un- 
doubtedly furnish sufficient water 
for many years to come. AS stated 
above the area Is 225 square miles 
and the mean annual rainfall 38

A. Bacterial—The alleged pre- 
udices

The only possible basis for such 


prejudice then, must be the quality 
of the water. 
The term quality 
includes several elements 
whicn 


should be considered. First or all 
would be the bacterial content The 
'act,that probably one-half of the 
urban population of the United 
States uses filtered water and that 
ihere is no material difference in 
death rates from water-borne dis- 
eases in the cities using treated 
water and those using well watei, 
hows that a properly operated fil- 
tration plant can produce water 
hvgiemcally perfectly safe It is 
done and has been done for years 
n such cities as Omaha, St Joseph, 
Cansas City, St Louis, New Orleans, 
jouisville, Pittsburgh, Washington, 
Providence Cleveland Detroit, 
Al- 
bany, Minneapolis, and scores of 
mailer cities 
There is absolutely no question 
but that Salt creek water can be 
reated so that it will be just- as 
attracthe in appearance, and hy- 
giemcally just as pure as any well 
water

B.

C Hardness—Considering now the 


hardness of the water, which is im- 
portant in that it affects the uses 
of water for all purposes exrept 
drinking, the low water flow after 
a protracted period of dry weather 
is probably somewhat harder than 
the present Lincoln supply. 
The 


flood flow and the surface runoff 
after rains which is many times 
the volume of the low water flow 
has almost no hardness and a res- 
ervoir of sufficient size to develop 
the needs of the city of Lincoln 
would hold so much water that the 
mixture in the same would piot!- 
ably average in hardness less than 
one-half the hardness of the pres- 
ent city supply 
Also the average 


hardness would be less the larger 
the reservoir because of the larger 
percentage of flood water, hence as 
the development is enlarged the 
hardness will become less 
Since 
the element of hardness affects ad- 
versely the use of perhaps 98 or 99 
per cent of all the water used, this 
must be considered a very great 
advantage for the proposed Salt 
creek supply. 
Soft Water Economical. 


D Economy of soft water—While 
everyone prefers soft water it is 
doubtful whether many realize the 
amount of the cost and disadvan- 
tages of hard water 
Just recently 
a statement has been made that 
with the use of hard water the 
hair and skin become harsh and 
dry.Foods cooked in very hard waters 
do not have the flavor of the same 
foods cooked in soft water. 
Certain industries cannt use hard 
water. In Lincoln the most im- 
i portant advantage in a softer water 
"as compared to the hard water-is 
the use in the homes and for laun- 
dry and boiler purposes. 
We all 


know that hard waters 
produce 


scale in boilers, corrode the tubes. 
and very greatly shorten the lives 
of the boilers and reduce their ef- 
ficiency in converting water into 
steam. The railroads find it profit- 
able to soften the water for use in 
the locomotives. 
For laundry uses and this will 
apply to commercial laundries and 


hard waters is a very real expense 
Very recently a statement has ap- 
peared to the effect that one-fifth 
of a pound of soap is consumed by 


each thousand gallons of water for j requires 40 pounds of soap to soften 
each part per million, of hardness 
The present Lincoln water supply 
has a hardness averaging aiound 
200 parts per million and therefore

THE ODDS OF DICE. 


A cast of the dice is the prover- 


bial synonjm for uncertainty, and, 
in actual play, the frequent total 
disregard shown by the dice them- 
selves for "mathematical odds" is 
one of the most delightful (or most 
exasperating) features of the game 
Nevertheless, a complete familiarity 
with the mathematical probability 
of the occurrence of a single or com- 
bination number, when two dice are 
thrown, and an immediate percep- 
tion of the relative values of these 
chances, are the basis of sound play. 
The habit, once acquired, of alwajs 
weighing the odds when a choice 
of play presents itself, 
will save 
many a close game. 
The computation is comparatively 
simple For example- what is the 
chance of being hit, when a 2, ex- 
actly, must be thrown' The total 
number of different throws that can 
be made with two dice is thirty-siv 
To hit a 2, the throw must be 
double-1. or double-2, or a 2 in com- 
bination, with any of the other five 
numbers 
Any combination shot 
may be thrown in two ways, 
but 
any doublet in onlv one Therefoie 
there are twelve shots which will hit, 
and twenty-fcur which will miss; 


and the odds are two to one against 
a hit

settlement wanted that name, and 
Spotted Tail was suggested as an al- 
ternative, he being the other great 
Sioux chief. However/ there was 
objection to that name, and Guide 
Rock was eventually selected. The 
name was taken from Guide Rock, 
the huge rock bluff south of the 
river. Following the establishment 
of the Guide Rock post office, a son 
of one of the settlers carried the 
mail twice weekly. 


The meeting for county orgamza- 
ion was held in Silas Garber's dug- 
out, in 1871.

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Plans For Pioneers Park. Assure Lincoln Qol/ers New Delights For 1931 Summer

SWI-I-S-S-H, and a crack 
—the sound of wood or 


Iron meeting the face of a lit- 
tle round ball, and the pellet 
goes sailing through space, 
glinting like silver in the sun- 
light, while on its flight. 


Exclamations of joy or dis- 


gust, depending upon wheth- 
er it's a drive true to the 
mark, or a slice. 


These sounds will be heard 


more than ever this coming 
summer at Pioneers park. 
And by the same sign there 
will be more'nut-brown tans 
in Lincoln. There will be 
more healthy men, and wom- 
en, too. Their laughs will be 
more spontaneous. They wi« 
ring with the happiness of 
.vigorous health such as can 
be acquired only after'many 
hours spent under flooding 
sunshine, and plentiful exer- 
cise from trudging up hill and 
down dale, across ravines and 
through s w a l e s such as 
abound only in Pioneers park, 
chasing a golf ball. 


There will be more golf at Pio- 


neers park during this summer of 
1931. And it will be more intriguing 
because it will be more difficult; 
because there will be more holes, 
and some of them with shots that 
will test the mettle of the best in 
golfdom, to shoot par. 


Nine new holes will be added to 
the course just as soon as the 
weather opens sufficiently in the 
soring to permit work to start. 
They will be to' the east of the 
present eighteen and ,like them, 
will start and • finish at the club 
house, not, however, until after the 
plaver has trudged into the, north- 
east corner of the tract, and then 
trudged down the sideline, swuns 
along the north end of the now 
east course, and made the fourth 
hole, a long 553-yard play," a shot 
almost the width of the park, and 
back acain. 


Course Designed Anew. 


Although the entire course at 
Pioneers park has been designed 
anew, this east nine'holes will be 
the first built, and the only one 
t*tat will be completed this summer. 
The others will have to await the 
coming of funds to the golf club, 
through receipts, before" the eight- 
een permanent holes on the west 
side can be built. The layout of the 
new course was designed, by W. H. 
Tucker. & Sons of New York, re- 
puted to be the country's foremost 
eolf course architects. Using Mr. 
Tucker's statement, "w h e n the 
course is completed it will be one 
of, if not the sportiest in the coun- 
try It will test the best to shoot 
it in par. It will intrigue even 
Bobby Jones." 
•Notwithstanding it will be about 


five' years before the entire courts 
can be completed under the plans 
made by Mr. Tucker, there will be 
plenty of oppotrunity lor "sporty' 
golf this summer, with the laying 
out of the east nine holes. They 
will give the average player all 
"he'll want to shoot at, and then 
some." 


AH Difficult Rounds. 


As arranged by the 
designer, 


there will be three'sets of nine 
holes, each starting and ending at 
the- club house. Any one of tha 
three will be difficult; more so than 
the course as it was originally de- 


signed. There are longer shots,] 
There are more dog legs, and in 
some places the shot on the green 
will be from a position where the 
green is out of sight. - 


Par for each set of holes is 38, 


even though their, distances vary. 
The middle course at 3.355 yards is 
the longest. The east is 3,343, and 
the west 3588.

In preparation for the building 


of the new golf course, the golf 
club during the past Bummer and 
fall had an unusual amount of 
work done on the grounds, in ad- 
dition to building a'• small club 
house, shown in the photograph. 
The groun-d was smoothed. The 
drive from Van Dorn street to-the 
club house was graveled and oiled, 
and tons of rock were hauled away, 
making traveling the links easisr 
and lessening the danger of players 
turning an ankle, or injuring them- 
selves in other ways. 


Cut Off "Bumps." 


In 'cutting off some of 
the 
"bumps," a tractor and grader was 
used. The tractor also was attached 
to large mowers and the grass cut, 
both on the fairways and "in the 
rough." A different type cutter was 
used for each. This was made pos- 
sible only through taking away the 
stone, and "knocking 
down 
the 


humps." which has in no way 
changed the contour of the ground. 


After the leveling process was 


completed, -no less' than 300 loads 
of fertilizer was hauled and spread 
over the raw earth. This has been 
mulched in and this spring should 
see a "fine new growth of grass" 
coming through. 
Generally, how- 


ever, the grass cutting has im- 
proved the lawn of the course, -so 
much so in fact, that the entire 
tract is now at least 75 per cent 
better than it was when the park 
was donated to the city. 
Get New Equipment 


•Starting'of work on the new nine 


holes, is expected to see the finish- 


ing touches given to the house in 
which the maintenance equipment- 
will be kept. This will be well 
toward the south side of the course, 
probably 
somewhere near 
the 


eleventh, twelfth and sixteenth 
holes, west of • the lake just north 
of the south driveway. The equip- 
ment is to be here in time for the 
starting of maintenance operations 
in the spring. It will comprise, oe- 
sides a tractor, two mowers built 
especially for the care of the fair- 
ways,- and the "rough.' 


Simultaneous with the beginning 


of operations in the spring, plant- 
ing of trees between the fairways 
is to be started by the park depart- 
ment. The choice of varieties, has 
not yet been made. It is known, 
however, that only those that will 
thrive best in Pioneers park, and 
have the greatest resistance to 
drouth conditions will be used. A 
study following the hot weather of 
last summer, reveals that these are 
hackberry, Chinese elm, German 
and American linden," American 
elm, and the honey locust. These 
are all best^adapted to the Chang-, 
ing conditions that will have to be 
met on the golf course. Some arc 
suitable to the high ground, and 
others to the low, and all suitable 
for conditions that will be needed 
to be overcome. 
Greens Outstanding. 


" The greens 'of the new course will 
be one of its outstanding features. 
No two will be alike. Neither will 
the land and grass traps that have 
been designed be alike. For each 
the designer has adapted his de- 
sign to the lay of the ground and 
other elements." Some will have a' 
direct approach, while others will 
have to be reached with an angling 
shot from one side or the other. 
Every detail of construction of both 
the tees and greens, as well as the 
fairways, accompany the blueprints 
sent to the golf club by the archi- 
tect. This will enable the club to 
reduce expense somewhat, when the 
permanent course is built. 


Distinguishing 
the golf course 


from the other sections of the park, 
will be a large flag. It will be flown 
at all times from a staff to be 
erected near the club house. On it 
is a large American bison, pat- 
terned after the design shown at 
the bottom of the picture, which 
is a replica of the bronze statue in 
Harris circle, neap the east entrance 
to the park. The buffalo is brown- 
on a white field. 


Above is seen the new "design which has been made for tbe per- 
manent golf course at Pioneers park. According- to the architect, it wiH 
challenge the mettle of • any golfer in the country, not .even excluding 
Bobby Jones. The course is to be built by the Antelope golf club, which 
has charge of the Pioneers course. As has been -the case thus far, the 
work will be done'only as fast as money is available from the earnings 


of the courses under control of the club. 
/ 
To induce increased membership, tbe club recently voted to reduce 


the -membership fees. It is now $15 Instead of $16. 
The club house at Pioneers is seen in the other photo. It was 
erected last summer. It is but a temporary structure,-however, and is 
to be supplanted with a modern plant as soon as funds are available.

Politics" is a dignified thing to- 


day—relatively speaking. Only » 
lew candidates take the stump. 
But Nebraska has seen other 
days. Days of rioutous' enthusiasm, 
day* of torchlight parades, days of 
real spellbinders.

It was a relic of that gloriously 


uninhibited period that Horace 
Davis brought back to Lincoln the 
other day. It was an old banner 
used by the Farmers aUtance in 
Wheeler county back in 1892. 
The cloth of which it is made 
is brown from age. The spelling of 
the words, not to mention 
the 
poetry, could be improved. But its 
glory is the faith it inspired in 
pioneer Nebraskans. Mr. Dmvis was 
only about 18 at the tune tbe ban- 
ner was flaunted, and he lived on 
a farm in a different county. Even 
though a youth at the time, one 
of the most vivid memories that 
he nurses is the Fanners alliance 
movement. 
Spread tike Wildfire. 
The alliance took root in Iowa 
and spread like wildfire over the 
midwest, with Nebraska's sturdy 
tillers of the soil in the van of the 
procession. The alliance began more 
or less socially, clubs were set up 
in nearly every community and 
prospered. Little or no thought of 
politics was in the minds of tbe 
leaders. 
Those were the days of the early 
railroads across the prairies and of 
eastern industrial growth. Fanners 
in the midwest boon to complain 
of unfair practices; -unreasonable 
rates and political domination of 
railroads and other large corpora- 
tions. 


A spark of resentment was fired. 
In some counties the local Farmers 
alliance was drawn into county 
politics. They usually met with easy 
victory, and. like a strong horse 
feeling its oats, the movement 
flamed Into a real prairie fire. 


*TXy*n irith 
monopoly"' rang 
throughout the midwest, and the 
Farmers alliance plunged into poli- 
tics in earnest. From "it iras terad- 
vally formed the Peoples "tadepead-« 
cm party, for which the name 
Populist was coined. 
The Civil war left the territory 


and later the state of Nebraska in 
republican haiHis. That domination 
was ended by the populist ascend- 
ency. The populists and the <lejno- 
crats slaked their eyes at th« In- 
congruity of -fusion," and reaped 
the electoral advantages of unlon. 
As OTtstanding a democratic leader 
of Nebraska as William Jennings 
Bryan rode into power on the 
•fcwrth of "fuston" politics 
Bryan's free silver platform was 
one of the things that tared the 
Farmers alliance and populist move- 
mcTil. More money, even 31 it •**« 
fiat, was one of their battle cries. 
In this age, cae bears much of 


writings anoT influence of Jepson, 
Irish dramatist of the eighteenth 
century.

MASTER OF OUR DESTINY. 
From a brilliant Canadian financial captain comes 


the suggestion that it is- within the power of the fed- 
eral reserve banking system to speedily terminate the 
depression which is responsible for widespread un- 


- employment and business stagnation in the United 


States. 


In setting forth his view's. T. B. Macaulay, the 


president of the Sun Life Assurance company, re- 
calls that while practically all stocks were greatly in- 
flated In 1929, commodity prices were not. The lat- 
ter had actually declined gradually from 1925 to 
1929. due very largely to the lowered cost of mass 
production and improved machinery. 


"What, then, produced thir drop in prices?" Mr. 


Macaulay Inquires in The Wall Street Journal. "Can 
it be- explained merely by diminishing consumption? 
When the prices of wheat and cotton alone drop, 
it means that these articles are worth less when 
measured in equivalent Quantities of all other commo- 
dities such as sugar and copper. When the prices of 
sugar and copper droo it means they are worth less 
when measured in all other commodities including 
wheat and cotton. When, however, the average price 
of all commodities drops severely, there is clearly an 
alteration, either temporary or permanent, in the 
purchasing power of the dollar itself. Unfortunately 
it cannot be assumed lightly that such a condition will 
right itself without assistance and is, therefore of 
but passing importance. Even if it be, but temporary, 
its results are sufficiently distressing, as present ex- 
perience shows." 


Mr. Macaulay then raises the question how such 


alterations in the purchasing power of the dollar can 
arise and how they can be controlled. There is a 
familiar flavor to his declaration that the currency 
of a nation is the basis of its entire banking system 
and the amount of such currency outstanding, there- 
fore, is one of the most important factors in deciding 
what the price level shall be. In the years following 
the war, he says, financial supremacy was transferred 
from London to New York City. A large portion of 
the world's supply of gold now is in the United States. 
On July 31, last, that amount was $4,516,000,000, be- 
ing more than 100 per* cent of the outstanding Ameri- 
can currency. In the ten years from July 1920, to 
July 1930, trie gold on hand in this country increased 
$1,654,000,000, or an increase of more than 25 per cent 
after there was already grave alarm over the accumu- 
lated stocks here. 


Now while that golden flood was pouring into the 


CJnited States, the federal reserve system was charged 
with the grave responsibility of cpntrolling it so there 
should be no Inflation of prices, with the recognized 
attendant evils. Actually officers of the system so 
regulated matters that no Inflation occurred and the 
price levels continued fairly evtn throughout the en- 
tire period, actually declining slightly. They did it 
by issuing and selling bonds as an offset against the 
gold, and storing It in the vaults of the treasury. Thus 
it was not permitted to become additional outstand- 
ing currency. 


"It was a severe test of the federal reserve system," 


Mr. Macaulay writes, "but it measured up to the 
high'est that could be expected of it. Few Americans 
realize how much they owe .to the .federal reserve au- 
thorities for their regulation of commodity prices 
during the dangerous time." 


Now the position Is revcraad and America is suf- 


fering, from excessive deflation. If the "federal re- 
serve system Is to be. utilizednto prevent inflation, it 
should be as quick & terminate deflation. What is 
now required is to Increase the banking resources of 
the nation by buying bonds instead of selling them. 
Through the purchase of a small amount, say.$500,- 
000.000 Mr. Macaulay Is of the opinion the lending 
power of the banks would be increased several bil- 
lions. 


"It may be- said," |he writes, "that money is already 


cheap and abundant but such Is not the case. What 
is abundant Is call money in a few large cities." This 
creates an entirely deceptive appearance. Conditions 
are no*; satisfactory until money is abundant not only 
for brokers but for the needs of all'classes of bor- 
rowers The cure must come by making money easy 
ifc all psrts of the country." 


It is an enchanting thought—this idea of stabiliz- 


ing prosperity. With the adoption of the federal re- 


• serve plan the American people thought they had 
permanently banished the possibility of panic and 
depression. It was to make us masters of our des- 
tiny—to enable us to comtrol that peculiar hysteria 
so commonly described as a. speculative craze—and 
to ward off the inevitable drop in prices which fol- 
lows. The system has demonstrated It can control 
inflation. Now it is confronted with an opportunity 
to write the splendid Idealism which gave it birth in- 
to reality by devoting its strength to overcoming the 
most serious-depression the country has experienced 
during the present century. *

Certainly the law-abiding public is up against It 


at the present time. With bandits roaming almost 
at will over the land, terrorizing, shooting, bludgeon- 
Ing and robbing: with every city, town and village 
Infested with forgers, burglars and kidnapers, one 
would naturally think that the courts would lend 
every effort to the endeavors of the over-worked en- 
forcement officers who seek to make the land safe 
for honest citizens. Justice Rose concludes that the 
opposite is the ca<>e.

Those who know anything about courts know that 


the task of the prosecuting; attorney is a hard one 
under the most favorable circumstances. The de- 
fendant Is hedged about with every protection which 
could be devised, these having come down from the 
semi-dark ages in which the common law of Eng- 
land was conceived, the purpose being to prevent in- 
justice being inflicted by the representatives of the 
crown. If the prosecutor succeeds In introducing 
evidence upon which to convict, he still has the jury 
to reckon with, and the chance that it can be swayed 
by an adroit and eloquent attorney. 


It would seem after all this has been gone through 


with a conviction should stand, especially if, as Jus- 
tice Rose contends in this case, the evidence war- 
rants no other verdict than that of guilty. It is ex- 
pected that jurors will lean backward, but nothing 
of that kind should be looked for upon the part of 
the highest court 'in the state. 
There, substantial 


justice should be dealt out.

NATHAN STRAUS. 


In the city ,where nobody cares, 
10,000 people 


blocked the streets and a force of 250 policemen was 
needed to open lanes for traffic while the 
funeral 


services for the late Nathan Straus, world philan- 
thropist, and former merchant prince, were being 
held. 


Rarely has the death of an American called forth • 


such an expression of love and veneration. It would 
seem there was a touch of prophecy in the tribute 
which Professor William Lyon Phelps of Yale Uni- 
versity, the only speaker at the services, paid to this 
greatly beloved humanitarian. 


"In time," he said, "Mr. Straus will become an al- 


most legendary figure, a sort of saint among his 
people." 


Nathan Straus lived wonderfully. 
He was one of the earlfest pioneers^of intelligent, 


well-directed philanthropy. At the apex of his busi- 
ness career he retired from the daily routine of ac- 
tivities which had enabled him to pile up an enor- 
mous fortune. Deliberately he set about to give his • 
wealth away in a manner which would be of real val- 
ue to humanity. He inaugurated his labors when 
-New York, growing by leaps andTbounds, had become 
so congested that its tenement districts, with their 
appalling squalor and poverty, were a reproach to 
decent civilization. It was here that he poured out his 
millions in a work of merpy and love. Back In 1893 
he founded a Welfare station on the East Third 
Street pier, within the shadows of a great city which 
could be so indifferent to suffering and misery. With- 
in a short time more than 2,000 babies were'being fed 
daily on Straus modified and pasteurized milk. Sub- 
sequently carefully compiled records showed that in a 
4-year period, 20,000 babies were fed and during1'all 
of that time only six died. , 


The Baby-Life Saving Mission which Mr. Straus 


founded and endowed was but one of his numerous 
philanthropies. It has been said that every -worthy 
-undertaking received his encouragement and his sup- 
port. Even with advancing years robbing him of that 
remarkable vitality which made it possible for him 
to direct a score of activities, he continued to remain 
closely in touch, with those matters -which had his 
heart completely. 
< 


Nathan Straus .expressed the wish that he might 


die a poor man. Whether he gave.away all of the 
immense fortune which was once his is not ma- • 
terial. He did more to improve social conditions in 
America than" any of the many distinguished philan- 
thropists, who have spent millions. He might have 
chosen to have gone on amassing millions and with 
his genius for business it is likely he might have ac- 
quired the title of 'America's richest man. He ex- 
changed that for the deepest admiration, the warm 
affection of all groups and all classes. 


And -when it came time tb place his body in the 


earth, it rested in a plain, unpalated, white pine cof- 
fin. No stone is needed to mark his grave. . His life 
is monument enough.

MORE FARMS IN CASS AND SALINE. 


Compilations 'completed in the federal census of* 


1930 reveal more land is being brought under culti- 
vation 'even in the older Nebraska counties. 
• 


In Cass county, for'example the number of farms" 


increased from 1,946 in 1820 to 2,061 in 1930 or a gain 
of 115. "Nor was this gain achieved at the expense of 
smaller acreages. In 1920 the acreage of Cass county 
farms was 319,177 while ten years later It was 340,- 
361. Thus in the last ten years In one of the older 
counties of the state there has been ,21,184 acres of 
land either reclaimed from swamp and waste, or 
opened up in sections ignored in the earlier settle- 
ment. 


During the same period the improvements on the 


land have Increased nearly $2.000,000. 


A very similar surprise is, furnished In the figures 


for Saline county. There the number of farms In 
1920 was 2.070 while ten years later there were 2,087, 
a gain of seventeen. 
The acreage increased from 


354.973, to 361832, a gain of a little less than 10,000 
acres. Improvements upon the land represent a gain 
of about $2.000,000- 


The facts are important cnly in that tfcey empha- 


size the opportunities for home-seekers. Great as the 
farm production of Nebraska ic at tbe present time, 
it can be largely increased, in the newer counties 
of the west, thought unfit for farming purposes years 
ago. but now producing abundant 
crops of grain, 


there are hundreds of thousands of acres of land 
which can be brought under cultivation.

Star: Will you please allow another 
suggestion to the multitude. 
Our 
present chaos began in the tragedy 
of 1921 and the world depression is 
the result of the gold standard. Cir- 
culation must pass through the cap- 
illaries, as well as veins and arteries 
or disease will result as. at present 
in the body of Uncle Sam. 
- The federal .reserve banks were 
meant to regulate our circulating 
medium. The mistake was In putting 
the money out subject to call. Six 
month's notice should be given to 
return this money to the federal re- 
serve banks and then not more than 
twenty-five per cent at any one such 
period. Suppose that the bank 
in 
my home town should get a letter 
frctn the federal reserve bank to- 
morrow stating that the home bank 
could have money on the above 
conditions and could be loaned to 
the borrower at five "or six per cent. 
What do you guess would- happen. 
Let's try to visualize. Mr. Merchant 
would get money to discount 
his 
bills, carry his good customers, in- 
crease his stock, etc. Mr. Farmer 
would get money to fill out his car 
of cattle or hogs and feed them out, 
fence his pasture, make a new well, 
paint his house or build something 
much needed. Mr. Professional man, 
Business man and every man who 
is 'good pay' would get the money 
he really needs, and can't get now, 
and very soon the home town and 
country about would show activity. 
Carpenters, painters, well-diggers 
and all classes of labor would get 
into action. Confidence would be re- 
stored, initiative would come to life, 
buying power would be «vived. Let 
this happen in every home town in 
Nebraska and every 
agricultural 
state then try to count the number 
employed, including the farmer and 
all who depend on him which means 
about every person in the state and 
all agricultural states. This is the 
multitude, on which the state and 
nation Is founded. Compared to this 
"multitude," organized labor is in- 
significanti This is the fundamental 
•buying power* which demands and 
supports industry which in turn de- 
mands and suoports so-called labor. 
Organized industry and organized 
labor have over-estimated them- 
selves. Since they captured the gov- 
ernment ten rears ago, the best 
minds with their 'wganizing. cent- 
tralizing, special privilege, etc. have 
run things in a businesslike way un- 
til -we are "in a mess." Even the best 
minds are puzzled. They are sitting 
up their egotism and self-esteem, 
looking down and trying to devise 
a remedy. Any old farmer knows 
that you can't kill a cockle-burr by 
cutting oft a few branches. Which 
should our government be: "By,' 
"of" and "for." Labor so-called 
which depends on industry or indus- 
try which depends on the, multitude 
or the multitude themselves? Since 
the 'Crime' of '1921 about onefbalf 


of the circulating medium (money) 
has been squeezed out of the multi- 
tude and is now being offered to 
Wall street gamblers at one per 
cent. Why not offer it to the mul- 
titude at five per cent. Mr Mellon 
would not allow it. The 200 cent 
dollar must not be disturbed. It is 
worth two bushels of wheat now to 
pay debts contracted when the dol- 
lar was worth about a half bushel 
of wheat.

First, what message 
you have to transmit through the 
compositor's machine; second, what 
brains and conscience you have to 
invest in its transmission. 
There are capital works, few in 


number, ground, out from tne^ upper 
and nether millstone of the best 
minds and hearts. But they do not 
always pleaese the taste of the pres- 
ent day. Nevertheless, as publishers 
well know," they retain what support 
they get, and steadily increase it. 
These books keep the trade afloat in 
stormy seas because they are essen- 
tial for life and character. 
On the other hand, to catch the 


fancy of a.careless and superficial 
crowd, you have to descend to its 
level. Buc what you throw off 
for 
the gullible multitude is pretty sure 
to be thrown out by oncoming gen- 
erations. In fact, the book morgue 
is simply stuffed with dead volumes 
of all descriptions, many of which 
were 
yesterday's 
"masterpieces," 
"extraordinary," "brilliant,"

equalled" and "supreme," and so on 
ad infinitum. Time laughs at this 
splash and pother, and 
consigns

I grant you that the cheapening 
process of explaining away or slur- 
ring over Christianity's demands on 
the Individual soul has been fairly 
widespread during the past twenty- 
five years. But there are abundant 
signs that the process has spent its 
force. 
A new 
transcendency is 
abroad. It registers that instinct for 
genuine religion which resents ref- 
erences to its past theories 
and 
practices as barbarous and sees in 
them the resistless urge of man's 
heart toward its Maker. 
Bishop F. C. N. Hicks, of the An- 
glican See of Gibraltar, says. "The 
truth is that where we assume the 
power to criticize we ougt really to 
be learners. Ancient religions were 
crude or immoral from our stand- 
point. But they were religions,-and 
ours may have lost itself." Man's 
impulse to seek God is universal, 
and His passion to find us is para- 
mount. They meet above, not be- 
low, and they meet in the Eternal 
Father who is revealed in Christ; 
not in merely human theories or in- 
stitutions.

Congress Asked Decide 


Which Has Superior 


Right to Ether. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 17—(I. N. 


S.)—Congress has been asked to 
decide whether radio listeners or 
fcir mail pilots have a superior right 
to the air. 


Ihc clash came when representa- 


tives from the middleweight com- 
plained that hourly radio weather 
forecasts seriously 
interfere with 
receptions of radio programs 


Thus far the air mall pilots have 


won out In the controversy. 
The 


house 
appropriations 
committee 


recommended funds for enlarging 
the service, declining to curtail ra- 
dioed weather information to meet 
the wishes of the listeners-in. 
Dr. Marvin Promises Aid. 


As a concession to the listeners- 


in, Dr. Charles P. Marvin, chief of 
the weather bureau, promised the 
committee an attempt would 
be 


made to change the wave lengths en 
which the weather information was 
sent, so it would not interfere with 
program broadcasting. 


Dr Marvin said that at the pres- 
ent time the weather reports in- 
terfered with only the broadcasting 
stations which transmitted on low 
wave lengths. By further lowering 
the wave lengths 
used 
by 
the 
weather bureau, he hopes to elim- 
inate all interference. 


Early in the hearing, members of 
the house committee, supporting the 
cause of the listeners, 
contended 


the telegraph service offered 
by 


the weather bureau was sufficient 
for the" flyers. Dr. Marvin main- 
tained the radio service was neces- 
sary for keepng thie flyers informed 
while they were in the air. 
All Planes Now Equipped. 


Mail planes are 
now equipped 


with radio apparatus and mail fly- 
ers are at no time out of contact 
with the latest Information on fly- 
ing conditions. 
Using 
plane-to- 


ground radio communication, 
Dr. 


Marvin said, flyers are able to land 
their planes on fields which are 
completely enveloped, by fog. From 
the plane's position in relation to 
the flying field, and radio the in- 
formation to the flyer. By knowing 
the position of his plane as he 
makes his landing, the mail plane 
pilot is saved from the possibility of 
a bad wreck. Dr. Marvin said. 


The house committee recommend- 


ed the expansion of the weather 
bureau's service to flyers, only af- 
ter they were satisfied an effort 
would be made to eliminate inter- 
ference 
with 
regular 
program 
broadcasting.

Kew life U Old Dry Battery. 
Dry batteries may be iemporarily 
"pepped up" by drilling a series of 
small holes into the cell and filling 
them with a solution of sal am- 
moniac. vinegar or diluted sulphuric 
acid. The cell should be allowed to 
stand idle for several hours before 
using, after which more acid should 
be added. The holes may be plugged 
with scaling wax or soap.

Poor contact is a frequent cause 
of faulty operation of a receiver. A 
simple way to find out if this con- 
dition exists Is to shake the set or 
tap different parts of it to aggra- 
vate the trouble and thus to localize 
it. 
Try tapping tubes, shaking 
wires, wiggling switches and knobs. 
In this way It may be possible that 
* discovery will be made as to what 
part is most sensitive to mechanical 
disturbance mad finis .lead to the 
poor contact. The poor contact may 
be in a conventional wire connec- 
tion or joint, bu tit may easily be 
in many other parts of the various 
circuits.

Star: In your editorial of January 
8, under the caption "Mr. Bryan's 
Message," you quote just 
enough 


from the governor's reference 
to 
municipal gasoline "stations to raise 
the implication that his recommend- 
ation, if carried out, would lead to 
certain disaster and wide-spread 
calamity, and, say: "We want to get 
Mr. Bryan right en, this but for the 
life of us we can't understand his 
language." ' 
The portion of the 
governor's 
message with which you proftss to 
be confounded will not be misunder- 
stood by many Nebraskans who are 
compelled to pay trust prices for 
gasoline and oil everywhere except 
in Lincoln, where a single municipal 
oil station forces the combine to 
sell gasoline from four cents to eight 
cents per gallon cheaper than else- 
where in the state. 
The sale of gasoline and oil by 
the city of Lincoln has thrown no 
cne out of work; nor driven a dol- 
lar's worth of business out of that 
city; nor has it reduced the amount 
of property available for tax pur- 
poses. On the contrary, by reducing 
gasoline and oil prices, it has ma- 
terially increased the volume of 
sales and kept thousands of dollars 
where it is available for taxation, 
instead of permitting it to now east- 
ward into trust coffers. 
The charge of ambiguity in Mr. 
Bryan's message finds no corrobora- 
tion in the language used, the very 
lucidity of which seems to be inflict- 
ing great discomfort in certain di- 
rections. 
The irrefutable facts shown would 


seem to fully justify the public de- 
mand for a general law authorizing 
the sale of gasoline and oil by any 
city or village— not for the purpose 
of throwing anyone out of employ- 
ment, or to drive cut a single trust- 
owned station; but simply to permit 
of the operation of a sufficient num- 
ber of municipal stations to accom- 
plish for the entire state what one 
such station is doing for Lincoln 
and vicinity. Thus effecting, for Ne- 
braska consumers, as Mr. Bryan 
points out, a saving sufficient to 
construct seven hundred miles of 
hard paving annually, if it could be 
so applied.

The cry of "La Follettism," "Soc- 
ialism." or "Townleyism" will have 
little effect tpcri those who now 
realize that the destruction and re- 
peal of Nebraska's guaranty
